months or the period for which the ration 
cards will be current, whichever ends earlier. 

2 . A producer will be allowed to import into 
the rationed area in which he resites any ration 
( d foodgrain cultivated on his land and which 
is required for his household consumption , on 
a permit being issued to him on an application 
in the form prescribed by the Controller of
